them, picked up mail and made 
deliveries, just as Uncle Sam does 
it today. 

The first of these individual 
business firms with its own lo- 
cal stamps was the Blood Com- 
pany of Philadelphia, launched in 
1841. New York saw its first lo- 
cal postal service in 1844, when a 
man named Boyd set up business. 


Started Here in 1853 

The next such service was the 
Jenkins Camden Dispatch, insti- 
tuted by Samuel H. Jenkins from 
his home at 428 Plum street (now 
Arch street) in 1853. Jenkins had 
a distinctive stamp made by a 
Philadelphia lithographer with 
the words “Jenkins Camden Dis- 
patch” surrounding a portrait of 
George Washington. 
““Later Jenkins used a_ typeset 
stamped envelope printed for his 
patrons from electrotype blocks. 

The stamps were placed on sale 
in cigar stores and other commer- 
cial houses, to be sold at two 
cents each, which paid for de- 
livery of each letter so stamped 
either from the post office to the 
addressee or from letter boxes to 
the post office, 


Provided Letter Boxes 
Tin letter boxes were placed 
near such stores for the depositing 
and collection of letters, and 
Jenkins made two calls daily. 
Jenkins in 1856, after he had 


petition for three years, was ap- 
pointed Camden’s first letter car- 
rier when the government set up 
a similar postal system. He died 
a year later and both his business 
and his government position were 
taken over by his brother, William 
Henry Jenkins, who continued to 
serve in the dual capacity until 
1860. 

In that year, President Lincoln 
replaced the younger Jenkins as 
mail carrier, but the latter con- 
tinued his private mail delivery 
for at least another year in com- 














New One Cent Postage Stamp 
To Be Issued From Washington 
on February 12th. 























New ‘stamps issued from the 
Postoffice Department at Wash- 
ington during November were 
confined solely to booklets and 
of the 1c and 3c value. The plates 
were all of the 360 subject cur- 
ver Electric Eye plates. The an- 
nouncement form the department 
indicates that all were of the 
Presidential series of 1938. For the 
3c stamp, plates 225973-4-5-6 and 
for the 1c plates Numbers 22977-8, 
During the month of November 
the only plates sent to press and 
printed were for the 1c Presi- 
dential, 400 subject plates, of 
the Electric Eye type. Plate num- 
bers were 22876-7 and 228880-81, 


The Department also announ- 
ces the origin of the material used 
in the 2c United Nations Stamp. 
The engraving was made from a 
photographic reproduction of an 
original drawing by Leon Halgu- 
era of New York. The Engraving 
of the Vignette was by Charles A, 
Brooks; the lettering and numeral 
by Axel W. Christensen. 

The first printings of this new 
2c stamp were from plates num- 
ber 22986 and 22987, which will 
be used on the first day of issue. 
It is announced that the issue will 
be unlimited and that new plates 
will be prepared as rapidly as 
needed. This stamp will replace 
the 2c Defense issue,

Where the stamps hac. been de- 
stroyed, postal workers attached 
a similar mimeographed _ slip, 
“Penalty of $300 for using this la- 
bel for other than official busi- 
ness.” 

Five carloads of Christmas mail 
were burned in the mysterious 
fire, The mail was stacked in a 
huge pile 80 feet long, 40 feet 
wide, and eight feet high. —D.

The early stamps of many 
South American countries picture 
the slouchy liberty cap that has 
been put on the head of our Lib- 
erty, the Corrientes stamps of the 
Argentine might well have been 
the copy for the head and cap of 
the Liberty now before us, in 
whose hand has been placed a 
torch, a torch that seems as one 
that might be used to set a world 
on fire rather tian a torch proud- 
ly held aloft as a symbol of the 
Liberty we have won and now 
fight for. A figure such as we 
might vision jieading a French 
mob and shoutiog the well known 
French Battle Cry for Freedom. 

Yes, its a rather pretty and ate 
tractive stamp, yet such a de- 
parture from what we have long 
been familiar with that one can 
not do other at this time, than 
question its birthright, 

The main point however is to 
see that this new stamp along 
with the new 2¢ United Nations 
Stamp issued on January 14th, 
shall give to the people what it 
represents and offers. . 

These two new stamps hold 
great possibilities if one will but 
consider them solely from the 
designs and the wording thereon 
without any thought as to the

‘ This period in American history, during which postage stamps came into general use is unique in its contribution of such wide s 

variety of interesting cancellations and postmarks. Prior to the Civil War, the brewing storm became evident in occasional uses of a 
cancellations reflecting the public feeling. During the war, the national spirit was widely reflected and in the period immediately following, 
1865-69, there was a most prolific use of cancellations and postmarks widely differing in type and design, but characteristic of the spirit 
of progress and of the newly gained national unity. These cancellations were made by the people....the postmaster in the country village 
-...the postal clerk in the city. They were privileged to adopt such cancelling devices as seemed fitting to them. Some possessed great

There were two printings of 
these stamps, first in sheets of 
100s, cut to 50s and with straight 
edge, but so much difficulty was 
found in centering the portraits 
that the panes were placec 25mm. 
apart instead of 3mm. and per- 
forated on all sides.

22,691,400 were printed from 
the first layout, and 2,315,000 
from the second. On the first 
there were used red border plates 
20461 to 65 and 20478 to 88, with

668 to 71, with black plates 20- 
650 to 53, and 20656 to 20667. 

First day covers are officially 
from Wethersfield, Conn., where

THE ACE OF SPADES 

In England the first act im- 
posing a tax upon playing cards 
provided that no pack should be 
sold unless marked by the stamp 
office to show that the duty had 
been paid, one stamp being placed 
on the wrapper and another on 
the face of “‘one of the cards.” 

A good deal of confusion arose 
and as the law was often evaded, 
a later regulation stated that the 
ace of spades should be the duty 
card and that it should be printed 
by the authorities themselves, the 
supplying the paper. 
Sheets of twenty aces of spades 
used to be issued by the stamp 
office to the manufacturers -for 
a sovereign. 

A century later an act lowered 
the duty to three pence, and this 
was laid on the wrapper supplied 
by the stamp office. The manu- 
facturers then, of course, printed 
their own aces of spades, but the 
custom of having the card dif- 
ferent from the rest still pre- 
vailed, and the ace was, and is, 
generally utilized as an advertise- 
ment for the makers—a kind of

petition with Washington. 

The Jenkins Camden Dispatch 
was followed by five others in 
New Jersey, including the Atlan- 
tic City Dispatch. 

Newark Follows Camden 

The first firm in the state to 
follow Jenkins’ lead was the City 
Letter Express Mail of Newark, 
in 1856. Bradway’s Dispatch of 
Millville opened in 1857; Jebez 
Fearey and Company’s Mustang 
Express in Newark in 1870, and 
the Bayonne City Dispatch in 
1883. It was in that year, inciden- 
tally, when the government de- 
cided to eliminate private com- 
petition and outlawed the inde- 
pendent mail serving agencies. 

The private operators, with 
their wide variety of stamp faces, 
contributed a colorful era to the 
nation’s development, and in the 
men who catered to the needs of 
their fellow citizens were Samuel 
and William Jenkins, of Camden. 

Stamp Collector Interested 

Eugene Klein, internationally 
known stamp authority, of Phila- 
delphia, has always taken a keen 
interest in the stamp issues of 
the Jenkins Camden Dispatch and 
their historical background, and at 
a meeting of the Philatelic Con- 
gress, of which he is president, 
held in the Hotel Traymore in 
Atlantic City some years ago he 
read a paper on this old Camden 
postal delivery system and brought 
out many hitehrto unknown facts 
of which the following are the 
most interesting: 

Samuel H. and William Henry 

Jenkins were the song of Andrew 
and Lydia Jenkins. Both sons 
were born in the old homestead, 
then located at 428 Plum street. 
Samuel H. Jenkins was born on 
Sept. 18, 1826. He married Char- 
lotte Leech, to whom a daughter 
was born, who died in infancy. 
Soon after this, his wife also pass- 
ed on. 
In the latter part of 1856, he 
began to fail in health, and find- 
ing that his long walks, tired him 
too much, he purchased a low 
buggy and a small gray mare by 
the name of Nellie. He became 
quite a familiar figure driving all 
over Camden with his gray mare, 
In the mcantime, he became ac- 
quainted with a pretty widow from 
Washington, named Mary Van- 
volkenberg, who had moved to 
Camden. He had intended to marry 
the widow, but instead of regain- 
ing his health, ne developed tuber- 
culosis and died Sept 28, 1857, Be- 
fore his death, he exacted a 
promise from his brother, William 
that he take over his (Samuel’s) 
obligation to marry Mrs. Van- 
volkenberg. They actually married 
in June, the fotlowing year. 

Learned Wood Carving 

The younger brother, William 
Henry Jenkins, was born Jan. 
11, 1833. He learned wood-carv- 
ing and became very proficient 
at his trade. He was of a saving 
disposition and, by the age of 25, 
he had saved enough to purchase 
the lot next to the old homestead, 
at 430 Plum street, where he erec- 
ted a three story. brick house. 
“Bill” Jenkins, as he was called 
by his many friends, took an ac- 
tive part in all civic affairs. He 
had the rank of captain in the 
Home Guards and was an active 
member of the order of Odd Fel- 
lows. 
In 1863 William purchased an- 
other building lot at 509 Benson 
street, where he erected a new 
home for his family. After giv- 
ing up the mail service, he enter- 
ed the employ of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad, working in their 
shops at Bordentown, as a wood- 
carver, where he was employed 
until his death on February 26, 
1875.—Courier-Post., Camden, N. 
J
